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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The closest 
prior art of record, Moser (US 5,545,724, columns 1 1 and 12, first formula), Moser et al. 
(US 4,213,897, columns 21-24, claim 1), and GB 902228 (page 1, lines 10-30), all teach 
dyes derived from barbituric acid, however, none of the structures match that of the 
compound of claim 1. Hanhart (US 3,078,266, columns 15 and 16, claim 2) teaches 
dyes with acetoacetic anilide groups, however, none of the structures comprise a 
barbituric substituent or match that of claim 1. Given that the compound of claim 1 is 
novel, any compositions, methods of preparation and methods of using the compound 
are also novel and therefore allowed. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
